Italian G>llege Sponsors In* 
tra-national Study of Arts 

SUBJECTS VARY 

Courses Open For Women 
Only— Limited to 
Twenty 

■rlorencc, Italy, Nov. 12— (By Ex- 
change Service) — ^.Mmln'g to meet the 
needs ' of. the average isolated stu- 
dent -who desires to obtain a gen- 
eral and practical knowledge of cer- 
tain social, economic and political as- 
pects of prescnt-ddy Europe, the Villa, 
Colina P.ldentc, a center for European 
and International study, ia offering n 
unique course of study to American 
students in Europe. Tho vlllii which 
Is open' to young women students and 
recent graduates of American univer- 
sities, is located In Florence, Italy. 

The enrollment at the villa is limit- 
ed to 20 students. It is open lo those 
wonien s^tudcnts who have not only 
high scholastic standing, but well- 
balanced Interests, ^'^vho desire the 
deeper insight, and-' broader, .inter- 
national outlook which . characterize 
the type of study offered. In the center 
Kcholar.shlps nro avallnblo for a limit- 
ed number of students. 

The ■\'illn Çollina RIdcnte offers var- 
ious courses with a viewpoint to un- 
derstanding the problems of people of 
the present day. Language and history 
arc studied as a means of communica- 
tion between American students and 
foreign students with whom they come 
in contact. There Is a course In the 
study of sculpture, architecture, paint- 
ing and other arts, as one means of 
understanding the culture and thought 
of various nations. 

The unique contribution of tht 
center lies in the methods used, Tho 
program Is' supplemented by profes- 
sors and oilier rei)rescnlatlvc men 
from various parts of Europe. These 
men come a.» visitors lo the villa, to 
lecture and conduct 'rouml taljle dis- 
cussions on questions iiortiilnlng to tho 
problem; ond culture of their respec- 
tive countries. A tutorial system, with 
individual research and seminars, Is 
also a. method used in the inler- 
national study. 

The course In the Villa Collina ril« 
dente Is completed by travel to various 
countries of Europe. The first trip of

YIDDISH POEMS READ 



A. M. Klein Also Spoke on 
Jcivish Writers And 
Tlieir Works 

Interpreting tlio'' work of Hclnrtch 
Ilelno. as that of an arllst, Aliss 13. 
Meyer, lecturer In tho department of 
Germanic Languages, addressed '.'ir 
study group of the Shaar llashomay- 
Im Congregation at their meeting 
last night. A. M. Klein, L.aw. student, 
and well known debator, spoke after 
her on the subject, "Contemporary 
Yiddish Literature." 

3[lss Mayer pointed out that Heine 
has been misunderstood by his read- 
ers, and this has been mainly due tc 
tho mannct' In whlcii his work was 
regarded. People have tipproachcd his 
writings with tha fact that Heine 
was a Jew fixed In their minds. This 
was the wrong attlludc, because he 
held his 'n'ork above everything else. 
Heine was very sensitive to these 
misinterpretations, and they troubled 
him greatly. 

Orientation of Artist 

Though an ordinary man wfll rea- 
son that he must oljcy the demands 
of the state even If he. docs not agree 
with them, an artist cannot perceive 
It that way. Tho ordinary man wll' 
say that In order to preserve peace 
and security ho must harmonise with 
his fellowmcn, but tho artist fcel.« 
himself most important, .since he alone 
can Interpret his own views of hly 
particular philosophy.' This was thr 
motivo beh'nd tho actions of Ilclnr 
said Miss Ste.vcr, and when viewet' 
from that light, much that \va3 not 
clear before becomes understand- 
able. 

A. sr. ICleln Introduced his. subject 
with a description of tho field cover- 
ed by Yiddish literature, and then 
confined himself to modern writer.'!. 
"Vldillsh poetry Is good" was the 
statement of tho speaker In giving 
his Impressions of what he had- read 
To understand tho work of Jewish 
writers, one must keep In mind tho 
f(»Ct that YIddl.sh Is not a static lan- 
guage, it varies from i!Oimtry to 
country, and though mostly Gcrmnn, 
It usually picks up somo words from

McGILL'S senior hockey squad, highly heralded contenders 
for Senior Group honors, held their league-leading 
M.A.A.A. opponent.s to a one-all draw at the Forum last 
night. Some 6,500 fans, the largest crowd to 'vvitness a 
Q.A.H.A. doubleheader this year, 'were 'worked up to a high 
pitch as the flaming redmen, down one jjoal at the ond of 
the first period, fought right back to even the count late in 
the second .session, and completely dominated the play 
throughout the third and final frame. 

Last night's battle saw the two leading squads fight 
bitterly from the opening gong. The Winged Wheelers, last 
year's Allan Cup champs, obtained the jump early in the 
first frame when Hub Wilson beat Powers on Brydaon's 
rebound. Darce Doherty, 1930 McGill football captain, who 
led the red puckmen from centre, tallied the tying goal after 
si.xteen minutes of the second session had .sped by, when he 
placed Robertson's well-directed pass behind Smith. 

Powers Sensational, 

Maurice Powers, 'McGlll goalkeeper, 
proved lo o tho most sensational 
man on the ice, a.i hl.s saves on sev- 
eral ooc;4,slon3 kept the M..\.A.A. f r- 
wards from .«coring.

There is no denying llie fact that in 
many ways big business has obtained a 
definite hold on colleges and universities; 
especially on this side of the Atlantic 
Ocean. Back in the good old days — if 
there ever •was such a time — the verj' 
names 'student' and 'university' were suf- 
ficient to denote an entire lack of interest 
in mundane affairs and in commercial 
matters. Universities were then sanctu- 
aries to which the student might retire to 
meditate in peace and to work out com- 
plex problems merely for the joy of find- 
ing a solution. JIany discoveries by stu- 
dents had far-reacliing effects and it was 
because of these that business men began 
to interest themselves more and more in 
. universities realizing that some of the dis- 
^coveries could be of immense profit to 
' them. 

No doubt this interest on the part of 
I business concerns has been a good thing 
inasmuch as it has made a college educa- 
' tion possible for many people who would 
'otherwise have had to do without its bene- 
fits. But there is another side to the 
question. ' What has become of a college 
: course under the influence of the business 
world? 

There are stiU some courses left which 
are riot taught with one eye on the possi- 
bility of the student securing a position 
after he graduates. These courses are be- 
;coming fewer every year. In a craze for 
utilitarianism students seek out courses 
which will make money for them after 
they graduate. They pursue their studies 
to obtain higher and higher degrees not 
because they wish to have these honors 
but because their added dignity will en- 
able them to command a higher salary 
when they become consulting economists, 
chemical engineers, head chemists or the 
hundred and one things which a university 

■ fits the student for. 

Some progress in learning has- been 

; made by this method but the price of this 
progress is too high when one considers 
chat with the advancing years universities 

fare likely to become mere preparatory 

' schools — ^training grounds, as it were, — 
subservient to the big industries.

Musical Toys 

Kach succeeding: year brings Its quota of new 
Inventions In . musical Instruments. These very 
rarely become established on tho same basts as 
those that arp . older and better known, and few, 
It any, ever manaeo to 8ur\'lvor Tho explana- 
tlon Is simple, a technique that has been built 
up by yeai's oC iiractlco ïs necessary for. the cor- 
rect handling ot any Instrument; and furthermore, 
each different typo demands special music wrlttien 
to suit Its eccentricities; something that can come 
only after yeovs of experiment and' after some 
gifted composer has seen In It a chance to' use 
his own peculiar tone and qualities to express 
his ideas. Slany pieces aro therefore not musical 
Instruments but merely musical toys that arc 
played out ot curiosity and that graduate cither 
to oblivion or to instrumental and orchestral use- 
fulness. 1 

Such a one Is the Theremin, demonstrated for 
the first time in Montréal Inst wcelt. It attracted 
considerable attention and various comments, 
mostly favorable, have been expressed regarding' it. 
Tho Instrument Is not really so very new, and' 
was know in ISurope a fow years ago where the 
first experiments with it were carried out. An 
American corporation acquired the patents result- 
ing In its distribution hero. 

The Theremin, invented by a Russian en- 
gineer of that name is a radical departure from 
th« usual musical Instrument. Instead of 
clth«r scraping or plucking or hammering a string, 
or even vibrating a column of air, the artist uses 
the electrical capacity of his own body to affect 
a carefully balanced electrical field, causing oscil- 
lations, which when heard on tlic loud speaker, are 
found to be within tho audible range. The num- 
ber of osclllnlions per second or tho musical pilch 
varies with the distance between tho hand of the 
player and tho Instrument, being higher as the dis- 
tance decreases and lower as it increases. Itii 
range is about tlireo octaves for any artlcaular 
setting and compares favorably with tho stringed 
Instruments such as the violin, which can play 
slightly over three and ono halt octaves. 

Its tone is most attractive and played In vi- 
brato, tho Instrument sounds most like a muted 
string instrument, having, however, a more plain- 
tive quality, and being in addition free from the 
harsh scraping of the bow when very loud. In 
its present state of development it appears to have 
unlimited possibilities as an in-sti-ument for solos, 
but, it is doubtful whether it can take its place 
In an orchestra in spite of tlie fact that such 
claims have been made for It. When playing the 
Theremin one tcusts to the sense of hearing to 
ensure correct pitch: In an orchestra the sound 
would often bo drowned, and since our eyes are 
not as keen In judging minute differences in dis- 
tance as our ears aro In perceiving a flat or sharp 
note, the player would bo very liablo to bo out of 
tune. 

Undoubtedly, should tho Theremin maintain 
Its popularity for a few years, some genius will 
1)0 discovered who will bo ablo to master its dlf- 
flcuUicB and dLscover tlio technliiuo moat appro- 
priate to it. At present, however, it remains only 
a curiosity, which the few who can afford It will 
buy to play with — not on. Is .it not therefore a 
toy? 

The Symphony Concert 

The musicians ot tho Montreal orchestra need 
never fear mystic numbers. Their thirteenth con- 
cert was most successful from a musical stand 
point while tho size of tho audience has hardly 
ever . been exceeded. Tho performance of Cesar 
Franck's Symphony in P Minor was outstanding. 
Tone and musical inlerprelatloii wero excellent, 
while, the co-ordination of tho various parts, us- 
ually tho weak point ot tlie orchestra, showed fine 
improvement. In addition the individual musicians 
showed more Interest in tho piece they were play' 
Ing thus adding immeasurably to the rendition. 
Dull pieces havo as little interest for the perfor 
mers as for the listeners and this week's program 
was^fuli of Interest. Tschalkowsky's Nut-Cracker 
Suite Is wortii its sliaro ot praise, both for ItscK 
as a plcco of unusual music and for its portor 
manco. Tho sclccliona contain bcautlttil snatches 
of melody, and aro orchestrated in such a man 
ncr as to appear like musical skits, actually leav- 
ing its audience laughing when it Is finished. 

Tschaikowsky uses unusual instruments, the 
most outstanding one in this case being tho celesta, 
heard In tho "Dance of tho Sugar- I'lum ï'airy". This 
is a keyboard Instrument In which hammers strike 
plates of steel over resonant boxes, producing a 
tone similar to that of toy pianos. 

Tlie guest singer, Miss Joan lOIwcs, has both 
a fine voico and a fine bearing. Sho would have 
been oven moi'o effective If she had had room In 
which to move more freely, but in uplto of this 
she did very 'woll. Her 'voice is clear and .strong 
and fits songs that are stirring and dramatic most 
admirably.

After his Installation as Chancellor of Edinburgh 
University, Sir James Barrio was entertained at 
lunclinon in ihe University Union. In reply to the 
toast ot his IicaitI), lio said. — 

"I urn so anciciil that 1 have known nlno I'riiiic 
Ministers. I could speak about tlium all It you liked: 
It would only tnku about nine minutes. 

"Tho first was Gladstone, As soon ns I pubKsh- 
cd my first Scottl-sh hook ho wrolo and told nio I 
was all wrons rihout tiiu slzo ot llie town and Uie 
nuint)or oC tlio inhabitants. The scconil ono was 
Lord Roscbcry. I remember going to a MiccliiiK ul 
Ills house in peculiar ciruumstanccs. It was at the 
time the Kdlnburgh memorial to Itobcrt LouIh 
Stevenson was being thought out. Tho night bctoro 
soino of tho committee came round to soo me about 
a now schcmo in connection wIUi tho memorial. 1 
liked their idea. Then the mooting took place, and 
Lord Itoscbcry, who would havo adopted our 
scheme at once it ho had known about It, began by 
asking all'the Individuals, one at a time, wiiat they 
thought of his scheme. Everybody ngroed'with this 
except myself. I moved tho other thing they were 
all keen on and never got a secondor. 

"This third was Robert Louis Stcven.son— No, ho 
never was Primo Jlinlster. Ho never was an lion- 
oiury graduate ot Kdlnburgh Unlversltj-. I wonder 
whether It would be In order If we might pretend 
that wo this day create Robert Louis Stevenson an 
I1L.D. In his absence. 

"Then there was Campbell Bunnerman. When he 
came In with his great majority and was choosing 
his Cabinet, I said, 'How is everything going'." He 
said, 'Everything Ih very quiet. Nothing can bo 
heard except at night, when so-and-so is bounding 
up and down the backstairs.' I have omitted to tell 
you who so-and-so was: that is a pity. 

"The next one was Mr. Asqulth. I liked all those 
Prime Ministers, but if there was one I liked bet- 
ter than tho others that was tho one. I could tell 
you many things about him, but his minute is up. 

"There was Mr. Lloyd George. There is rather 
an amusing story about Lord Groy, who has a pas- 
sion for birds. They wero discussing once in the 
Cabinet during tho war, when things were not go- 
ing well, what would happen to Lord Grey it the 
Germans got him,. and said to him, 'Either you must 
bow to the German flag or wo shall shoot you.' Mr. 
Lloyd Gcorgo said: 'They would make it much 
worse. They would say, 'Unless you bow to the 
German flag avo shall shoot your squirrels.* 

"Then there was Mr. Bonar Law. I once chal- 
lenged him to chess. That was a most awful even- 
ing at tho time of tho Peace Conference at Ver- 
sailles. Bonar Law could not be found for a meet- 
ing. They had to call In the French police, who pre- 
sently found him sitting in a strange part ot Paris 
in an unknown cafe playing chess against some 
person he did not know at alt. 

"Then Mr. Boldwin. I told him once that It 
rather annoyed me that Scottish students and 
everybody in Scotland .seemed to love Jlr. Baldwin. 
I told him it was all nonsense. It was Just because 
they were were so sorry for him because the word 
BannocKbnrn must always bo In his cars. 

"Last of all, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. AVhen he 
became Prime. Minister an opponent, but a devout 
man, said, 'Another Scot! It's not respectable; it's 
not seemly; but I suppose it Is the wilt of God.' "

Ice Cream Belter 
Now Than in Past, 
Sommer Declares 




A curious and carefully studied work on gco- 
hagy has Just been published 6y the Field Museum 
of Natural History in Chicago. The author. Berth- 
old Laufer, Is curator ot the department ot an- 
thropology and has consolidated and added to tho 
knowledge of moro than a score ot earlier writers 
on the subject. Some ot the books listed in his 
bibliography are concerned entirely witli edible 
kinds ot earth and the people using them. Others 
mention the subject Incidentally, 

Travelers sometimes bring home Incredible 
stories, but no tales are stranger than those of 
earth-eaters. "Various causes have been^asslgncd, 
but the habit appears to come from no single Im- 
pulse. The scientist finds it Impossible to generalize 
about it. He has diecovcred it everywhere, almost 
never as a general custom but as a sporadic pheno- 
menon. Among certain savago tribes there aro In 
divlduals who habitually cat earth, though other 
members of tho same tribo ti;y to persuade them to 
give up what they regard as a vice. It is an indi- 
vidual, not a tribal or racial^ habit Climate, creed, 
wealth, poverty, trainlne and higher or lower do 
grces of culture have no apparent relation to it. It 
has been found everywhere In tho world at aU 
times, and Is known in certain parts of the United 
States. Some writers have held that It was a uni 
versai custom of ancient times, but that does not 
now a|>pear to bo true, it is unknown in Japan, an- 
cient or modern, and In some other countries. In 
India and Persia It is still common. , 

Ono can readily understand that primitive man 
tasted everything ho could lay his hands on. Articles 
which pleased his palate and satisfied lils hunger 
ho continued to eat. Some kinds ot clay reconi- 
mended themselves on both counts. Tlio oijur, color, 
softness and plasticity ot certain clays pleased him. 
There is no nutriment in them, but they gave hint a 
sensation ot fullness which ho liked. Soinetlmcs 
earth Is r.scd mixed with other foods, purlicularly 
in time of famine. But this Is far from being the 
sole attraction of earth for those who cat it. It is 
used as a condiment sprinkled on meats, or lightly 
baked and eaten like a cake. Sometimes It is used 
as a medicine, and there aro tribes which make goo 
phagy part ot their religious rites. 

No ono has yet offered u satisfactory explana- 
tion of a custom which la highly repulslvo to most 
minds. Ono writer ascribes it to the need ot salt in 
the human system, but analysis <>fi^dn>lo days 
shows little or 'ho salt. Another says^'îtWiSue to the 
mechanical tctfcct it scorns to havo "In uomtorting 
gastrlol or Intestinal Irritation." Indians ujd half 
savage trlbeu say that clay Is good for them. Tho 
author ot the treatlso knew a man, an American, 
Who look two teaspodnfitis of wlilto sand twioo A 
day to keep him in good condition. Ho died ot sar- 
coma ot tho Intestine, but It Is not known if the 
diaeaso was caused by tills habit. Before tho prob 
1cm can bo solved, biochemists and physiologists 
must mako comparative studies of tho subject for 
all parts ot the %yorld. Wlioii' people voluntarily eat 
.dirt, there must bs a reason jCoi; if.

with a small amount ot gelatine add- 
ed. Such a product had a total solids 
content of 32-36 per cent and con- 
tained only about 6 to 6li per cent 
skim milk solids. 

Now Ico crcan has a total solids 
content of 37-40 per cent and contaln.s 
from 10 to Hit per cent of skim 
milk solids. This higher content Is 
obtained through tho use of concen- 
trated milk products. The higher 
total solids • content obviously in- 
creases tho food value of the product; 
the higher skim milk solids content 
makes ice cream a better, more nearly 
balanced food. Further tho product 
Is smoother in textur* and more 
pleasing to the palate.

Contln'ued from Page One 
tho language of the country of adop- 
tion of any particular group of Jews'. 
Jewish Poet Laureate 

Tho first writer to be reviewed by 
Klein was Abraham Raisin. He is 
known as the poet who best expresses 
the feelings of the Jewish people. In 
the opinion of the speaker. Raisin 
would bo tlio best candidate tor the 
post of Poet Laureate of Yiddish lit- 
erature. If such a titio existed. In 
well chosen words he describes feel- 
ings of anguish, and of bitter wrongs. 
A' poem of his, read both In the ori- 
ginal Yiddish, and in a translation by 
the speaker, painted a picture of pov- 
erty that he was accustomed to In his 
youth. 

"The j p MtÔri J , poet of Yiddish lit- 
eraturé*îSPrevId Einhorn," said 
Klein. Ho depicts tho life In the vil- 
lages ot Lithuania, and a prayer tha.1 
was read showed this very effective- 
ly. Another poet mentioned was 
Slani Leib, who worked on the ballad 
form, 

LeIvick, the most modern of the 
poets, was brought up in a very re- 
ligious environment, but at the aj^e 
of sixteen Joined the radicals, aTid 
wa.3 thrown into prison for It. Here 
ho wrote some of tho poems that mado 
lilm famous when they wore printed 
On his release from prison, lie was 
exiled to Siberia, but after a short 
time there, he escaped, and fled to 
New York. Here ho was acclaimed, 
and given a welcome such as is rarely 
accorded any writer, for his works 
had proceeded him and had reached 
the many Jews in the United States 
even whllo their author was lan- 
guishing in prison. 

His prosperity became worldly as 
well OS arllstio, and he was enaJilcd 
to devote himself entirely to writing. 
During this period, ho wrolo "The 
Golem" Iho first mystery piny In 
Yiddish literature. This was deeply 
motaphyslcal and philosophical. . , 

Two other writers wore touched 
upon by Kloln. Tho first, Alosho 
Leib Halperin, Introduced vigour and 
originality into his poems, and at the 
anino time combined somewhat the 
ridiculous and tho sublime. The sec- 
ond Is a resident of Montreal, I. I. 
Segal, who has Introduced a method 
of his own by a slow but sure evolur 
tion, said the speaker. "Ho moves mr 
moro by his poetry for children thar 
by his poetry for adults," addci?

Prof, Lee Believes Qovernment 
Participation in Unemployment 
Insurance Endangers Initiative 



Tlial Fedor.Tl imrllclpatlon in unem- 
ployment lii.-iuranco \voiild endanger 
tlio Independence and the Initiative of 
tho worker in American Industry is 
the belief ot Prof. Frederic E. Leo. 

Sir. Leo, bases his opinion on the ex-' 
pcrlenco of tho British with their un- 
employment Insurance scheme, or dole 
system os 11 Is known. Ho strengthens 
It by citing the viewpoint of an Eng- 
ILsh observer. 

"In the language of Sir Gilbert Vyle, 
former president of the Association of 
British chambers of' commerce, uneni- 
ploynient insurance results In 'a niis- 
guided patoi nallsm ot a grandmollierly 
slate.' Vylo i)oinls out that the lalioror 
depends on the government to take 
care ot him during sickness, to educate 
his children, and oven to bury him 
finally. 

. '"An indirect evil in-odiicea by tlie 
Immobility of labor," My. Leo .•jtaled. 
"IJnemiiloyineiit workers leiul to re- 
main ill the center where they weru 
formerly employed without putting 
forth any inltlallvo In looking for em- 
liloyincnt elsewhere." 

Mr. Leo pointed out that It would bo 
a mistake' for the United Stales gov- 
ernment to go Into KUi.li a ulaii wUli- 
oUt 11 very 'careful Invesllgatlon ot the 
social and financial costs. 

■"The social cost Is tho creation of 
dependence on tho state," Mr. Loo said, 
"An Illustration of what tho financial 
cost might bo is shown by the fact 
that tlio total cost of urwmployment 
to tho British govornniont from 1909 
lo 1929, as revealed by tho Hrltlsh 
minister of labor in a statement to 
tho House ot Commons, was approxi- 
mately $2,500,000,000." 

Mr. Leo then indicated that, with 
such a tremendous financial cost for 
Insurance, the American plan ot ap- 
propriating a fairly large sun for ex-

pendilure on public works Is the safer 
and better way of meeting our unem- 
ployment emergency. 

"However, unemployment insurance 
with tho employer and employee con- 
tributing to It In times ot prosperity 
is a desirable meaturc," Mr. Lee 
slated. "Tho point is that participa- 
tion by tho state should not be Includ- 
ed." 

In conclusion, Mr. Lee remarked 
that the tcdei-al government would be 
Juslitled In maintaining a system • of 
unemployment exchanges in every city 
of a million or moro or in every state 
lii^the Union. Such on organization 
would co-ordinate the work of state 
and local agencies and would make 
liosslble connections between unem- 
ployed laborers and tho employer who 
Is seeking labor.

"Don't believe a!l you hear or read 
about China," adnionislies Tsung 11. 
Chen of Peiplne, China. Jlr. Chen 
Is a senior in the cnKlnocring: course 
of the collcgo of. agriculture, 

"Jf one would know China he would 
BO there and stay there a long time," 
said Jlr. Chen. "Ho might tiieii carry 
with him a realistic iinpreSKiun of tlic 
country. China is u vast country and 
her 4TS,000,000 people caniiot be studied 
and understood in u month, or' a year. 
It niuy take many years." 

China Unknown 

The avorajre American knuulfîdyc 
of ClilJia l.s IlmltPd to what he learnod 
111 elglrth-gradu geography and lu what 
lie reads In the newspapers. I'roni 
that one would gather tliutlhc China- 
man is a queer little fellow, who cats 
his inevitable rice with chopsticks, and 
who isn't human like other jieoplc. 

"Hlcc is an iinpoiant food in China, 
but it isn't llii; nio.st important," nia'.ii- 
taincd Jlr.- Chen. "ïlie Chinese liUu 
a variety ot food, consisting ot many 
different vegetablos, ot fruits, . and 
cakes made of wheat, rice, or soy^ 
beans.

Soybeans Good Food 
' "There is really no reason for this 
bccu,use soybeans have been shown by 
food specialists to be nutritious and 
heaUhfuI, and when properly prepared 
can be delicious.

Chion Fan LI, a liutaiiieal .-tiideni 
of Wasliington University at .Shaw's 
Cianlen, wa.s found li.inged from the 
Ihnb ot a Irco in the O.sage llllls dis- 
trict, ^e.'ir KIrkwood, on tho morning 
of December 19. A coroner's inqtiest 
hold Immediately, returned a verdict 
of suicide. IIo was identified by Dr.

Ills uncle, Y. C. Mei, an at- 
laeho of the Chinese legation at Wash- 
ington, D.C., was notified ot tho tra- 
gedy. 

Tho youth had hanged himself with 
Itis belt. Nearby was lils suitcase and 

some Inirnptl fi-ncinents of old letters 



and photograplis. He had singed his 
lialr, and burned his fingers, in setting 
tiro to thcin. Dr. Moore, who Identi- 
fied tho body, stated that ho had 
shown signs ot pronounced depression 
for several weeks. Officials of the 
illsHoiirl liotanltui Gardens said that 
lio 'had had- .a nervotis breakdown and 
eyestrain. Three weeks bcforo ho be- 
came a prey of melancholia and lost 
his ability to concentrate.
